4 Billion Bushel 
Com Crop Seen 


WASHINGTON — The Agricul­ 
ture Department's first forecast of 
the season today put this year’s 
corn crop at 4.079.151,000 bushels 
a supply that would add to pre­ 
sent surpluses of the grain. 
It also forcast, this year’s wheat 
crop at 1,347.468,000 bushels, a crop 
which also w’ould pile more o n 
current big stocks. 
The indicated corn crop is 282,-, 
019.000 bushels less than l a s t 
year’s record production of 4,361,- 
170 bushels. It compares with the 
10-year 1949-58 average production 
of 3,270.642.000 bushels. 
The wheat crop estim ate Is 76,- 
158.000 bushels more than l a s t 
month's forecast of 1.271,310 bush­ 
els. It compares 
with 1.128,151,- 
000 produced last year and 1,092,- 
071.000 for the 10-year average. 
The corn crop will be supplemen­ 
ted by a reserve and carryover 
from previous crops estimated at 
about two billion 
bushels. 
T h e 
wheat reserve and 
carryover 
is 
about 1.300,000,000 bushels. 


Johnson Grass 
Committee 
Has Meeting 
I 
i 
A meeting of the County Hohn- 
son Grass Committee composed of 
Solon Gee, Chairman. Lyle Bird 
and Everett Leirer met with Vic­ 
tor Gray, Assistant Commissioner 
of Agriculture for Missouri to dis­ 
cuss tho progress of the Johnson 
Grass Program 
in 
New Madrid 
ounty, Tuesday afternoon. July 12. 
Also present was Mr. Ed Turner, 
who is handling the Johson Grass 
Control Program for County pro­ 
perties and Bert Robbins, County 
Agent. 
A review’ of the County control 
program at the present time by 
Mr. Ed Turner, revealed that Coun­ 
ty owned spray equipment is now 
operating on county roads. 
The 
program is moving along rapidly 
and it is anticipated that all county 
roads will be covered within the 
near future. 
One of the major topics before 
the group was that of setting up 
an inspection 
program of farms 
throughout the county. This- inspec­ 
tion program is specifiedt under the 
terms of the law* by which the 
group operates. The committee de­ 
cided to start this plan In the very 


near future wherein, an inspector 
would contact each farm in the 
county. A questionnaire would be 
completed, indicating the amount 
o{ Johnson Grass found on that 
farm and the cntrol measures no* 
b"ing taken. 
The group adivsed farm ers to 
start their control measures early. 
Where chemicals are used a much 
higher degree of control can be 
obtained if these are applied well 
in advance of the time the grass 
goes to seed However, it is still 
well to apply some degree of con­ 
trol if at this date some grass is 
beginning to seed. Chemicals re­ 
commended by the University of 
Missouri 
are 
Dalapan, 
Sodium 
Chlorate, and in some cases cer­ 
tain type of oils. The Dalapan at 
this present time seems to lend it­ 
self best to spot treatm ent m eth ­ 
ods. 
Sodium 
Chlorate 
generally 
sterlizes the soil within the area 
for a period of 1 year to 18 months. 
The group cautioned that Sodium 
Chlorate contains a fire hazard and 
should be 
treated. 
Experience 
gained 
in 
control 
measures the past few years in­ 
dicate that it is not advisable to 
mow treated areas for some time 
aftor the nlant appears dead. 
Thi* action will reduce the ef- 
fectiveness of the chemical and 
will in m any cases cause the grass 
to come back. 
Where field infestations are sev 
ere the group recommends certain 
cultural practices such as sum m er 
fallowing, etc. 
The County Johnson Grass Com­ 
mittee wishes to commend the far­ 
mers in the County for their in­ 
terest in the control of this very 
troublesome and expensive weed. 
Since the law has gone into effect 
many farmers m ake a conscient­ 
ious effort to rid their property of 
the pest.

Cotton Insect Report 


The warm and drier weather o 
this week was once again favor­ 
able to our cotton prospects. Growt 
was good, squaring moderate to 
heavy and a high precentage of 
squares were retained by the plant 
Still no major insect problems exi­ 
st in any reporting county. Spider 
mites increased in m o i counties 
and the fleahopper complex was 
reported lrom more fields than at 
at any time this season. 
FLEAHOPPERS: (Including cot­ 
ton fleahopper. tarnished plant bug 
and rapid plant bug). The percen­ 
tage of fields with this insect com­ 
plex once again increased f r o f 
54 to 65 percent with 586 out of 
905 fields scouted showing infesta­ 
tions, And yet, populations remain 
low per field with loss than 2 per­ 
cent of the fields showing counts 
of more than 10 per 100 terminals. 
To date, the generally low num­ 
bers of these insects combined with 
the good to excellent set of squares 
indicate no need for controls 
point that through the unjustified 
and indiscriminate use of insecti­ 
cides. from now on through t h e 
rem ainder of the growing season, 
will increase the possibility of boll- 
worm infestations. 
BOLL WORM: The second gene­ 
ration of bollw’orms has now' start­ 
ed as indicated by the increase in 
both egg and larval counts. This 
generation perfers field and sweet 
corn to that of cotton. However, a 
few moths can always be found in 
cotton fields but seldom, if ever, 
does this generation reach the lev­ 
els requirmg controls. On the other 
hand, if fields have been sprayed 
for spider mite control or for other 
insect control, observe closely for 
the next one to two weeks for any 
jx>ssible economic buildup of boll- 
worms. 
Most of the phosphate material: 
recommended for spider mite con­ 
trol temporarily reduce the preda­ 
tor parasite populations, but re in­ 
festation by the se beneficial insects 
usually occurs within a few days 
The use of any of the chlorinated 
hydrocarbons at this tim e o f t h * 
year usually m eans none to few- 
beneficial insects for the ram ainder 
of the season. 
BOLL WEEVIL: There ha: been 
a very slight increase in the num­ 
ber of fields 
infested 
with 
boll 
weevils. However, the percentage 
of punctured squares per infested 
field remained very low’. Controls 
are not justified until the percent­ 
age of punctured squares reaches 
20-25 percent. 
SPIDER MITES: Mites continue 
to be found in more fields with 32 
percent or 291 out of the 905 fields 
scouted reporting marginal or field 
infestations. 
With the advent of 
hot and drier w'eather, rapid in­ 
creases in mite populations and 
dam age can be expected. 
An attem pt should l>e made to 
control these mites a« soon as pos­ 
sible. Do not let them build to tht 
point that defoliation occurs. Spre­ 
ad into aht throughout the fields 
has not been as rapid this year as 
when com pared to 1959. Unless ex­ 
tremely dry and hot weather would 
prevail for the next month or so, 
it now seems 
possible 
that one 
thorough application of any of the 
recommended miticides might re­ 
sult in a degree of control sufficient 
to last through the season. Please 
understand that this is just a pos­ 
sibility, and that will happen re 
mains to be seen.

For example, from 1954 through 1959. the Russians in­ 
creased their telephones by 25 per cent per year. This is 
part of the Russian economic growth we near about. Now 
if America increased her telephones by the same percentage, 
w e’d soon have no place to install them, because we have more 
than half the world’s phones already. 
Even with the tremendous Soviet increase, there are now- 
few er than 2 phones per 100 comrades, w hile we have 11 per 
100 Americans. 
The Russians made even more spectacular percentage gains 
in automobiles. They added 40 per cent per year for 
five 
years. Yet, there is still only halt an automobile per 100 per­ 
sons. while we have 34 per 100. 
It is from figures like these that we get our impression 
of terrific Russian growth. And they are making strides. 
For instance, they added, in those five years. 10 per cent 
a year to generated electricity. We added six per cent a year. 
Yet, in those five years America added twice as much actual 
electrical output as the Soviet. 
America already is rich in the familiar industrial and con­ 
sumer hard goods. Our growth is likely to s h o w spectacular of those c a m e ra s that develop a
